Supreme Tribunal Orders 
San Quentin Warden to 
Show Cause for Denial 
of Habeas Corpus. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—(4)—A 
key for the lock that holds Tom 
Mooney prisoner was fashioned to- 
day by the supreme court, but whether 
the highest tribunal will direct that 
it be used remained a question for 
the fature. 

The court, in a four-line order, gave 
James B. Holohan, warden of the San 
Quentin (Cal.) penitentiary, 40 days 
in which to show why Mooney's re- 
quest for permission to file a writ 
of habeas corpus should not be grant- 
ed, California’s attorney-general is ex- 
pected to answer for the warden. 


Mooney’s case has become a heated 


issue in California, and over the na- 
tion, during the 18 years since he was 
sentenced on charges of participating 
in the “Preparedness Day’ bombing 
in San Francisco. Efforts to free him 
have been ceaseless and some of his 
partisans have claimed he would have 
been turned loose long ago had it not

George T. Davis, of San Francisco, 
and John F. Finerty, of Washing- 
ton, D. C., contend it has been proved 
Mooney was sentenced on perjured 
testimony; that the state officials 
knew the testimony was perjured at 
the time; that all efforts to get the 
lower courts to right the wrong had 
failed, and that the supreme court 
was the oifty ‘hope for-justice,. > 

“While the action of the court to- 


day was merely prelimiwary,”’ Finerty 


said in a statement, “it was taken on 
a sworn petition alleging the state of 
California deliberately used perjured 
testimony to convict Mooney, and 
though it had subsequently admitted 
the perjury, still denied him any ju- 
dicial means by which his conviction 
could be set aside. 

“We are confident the final deter- 
mination by the supreme court wil 
result in the vindication of Tom 
Mooney and his release from a@ life 
imprisonment on a deliberately framed 
conviction.” 

Mooney Jubilant. 

At San Quentin, Mooney paused 
long enough from his task of peeling 
potatoes to exclaim “Good news” after 
he Jearned of the court’s action. The 
word today probably was the most 
encouraging—so far as courts are con- 
cerned—that he has heard since he 
was convicted. 

The supreme court may deny or 
grant the motion to file the habeas 
corpus petition after receiving the 
state’s answer. 

A denial would end the case, so far 
as.the highest court is concerned. Per- 


fmission to file the petition, however, 


might be followed by oral argument 
before the court and then would come 
a decision as to whether Mooney 
should go free. 

The briefs by Mooney’s lawyers re- 
viewed the history of the celebrated 
case, beginning with the indictment of 
the prisoner, Warren K. Billings and 
three others. : 

The petition detailed the testimony 
of Ed Rigall, John H. McDonald, F. 
C. Oxman, Sadie Edau and Mellie 
Edau during Mooney's trial. Later de- 
yelopments were listed and 
to be proof that most of the testimony 
was outright perjury. 

Long Fight Waged. 

The long series of unsuccessful pleas 
to cour® was set forth. among them 
being the refusal of the supreme court 
in 1918 to hear Mooney’s petition for 
a new trial. 

President Wilson, in 1917. 
three letters to the governor of Calli- 
farnia urging a stay of execution for 
Mooney. Governor Stephens commut- 
ed his sentence of death to life im- 
prisonment in 1918.

Swanson declared himself “opposed 
to a separate (or. ynified) air force,” 
asserting that “an adequate navy, in- 
cluding its indispensable naval avia- 
tion, is the surest defense for the 
United States and its overseas pos- 
sessions,” 

Vinson’s statement was inserted in 
the record as the commission first took 
up naval aviation. In February, the 
commission will suggest to President 
Roosevelt steps necessary for a uni- 
fied aviation policy. 

Vinson’s Program. 

Briefly, Vinson urged: 

1. Construction of one airship to 
replace the Akron and another to take 
the place of the L.os Angeles. 

2. Building of a 15,000-ton aircraft 
carrier to replace the old and obso- 
lete Langley. 

3. Quick launching of a cruiser with 
a deck on which airplanes may land 
and from which they may take off, 
so as to “determine definitely the na- 
val value of this type of ship with 
a view to extending the usefulness of 
the cruiser class,” 

4. Provision of funds for expansion 
of naval shore stations. 

5. Continuance of the present 2,000- 
airplane program on a 5 to ‘7-year 
basis. 

6. That there be no unified air serv- 
ice and that the positioff of assistant 


be abolished. 

7. That the navy be given “complete 
responsibility” for aerial sea defense 
of the coasts, instead of dividing it 
with the army as at present. 

8. Modernization and expansion of 
the navy's flight training center at 
Pensacola, Fla. 

9. Discontinuance of joint occupa- 
tion by army and navy of the air 
bases at Pearl Harbor, Hawaii, and 
San Diego, Cal. 

10. An increase in the number of 
naval acagemy appointments above 
the present three per member until 
treaty navy needs are fulfilled.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—()-— 
To facilitate the flotation of securities 
and to make easier the task of protect- 
ing investors from fraud, the -securi- 
ties and exchange commission has de- 
cided t6 set up branch offices in seven 
key cities, — 

‘Phe cities are New: York, Boston, 
Chicago, Denver, San Francisco, Fort 
Worth and Atlanta. The offices will 
be organized as soon as possible. 


The SEC has considered the project | 


for some time with the view to obtain- 
ing increased efficiency. Corporations 
could take initial steps in floating se- 
curities ‘without the necessity of com- 
municating with Washington. 

The offices would also furnish 
points where investors might make 
complaints about representations made 
to them in the sale of securities, and 
be strategic points for commission in- 
vestigators charged with watching 
stock market and other securities op- 
erations.

Although the treasury recently has 
been liberal in granting permission 
for export of capital for other pur- 
poses, it prohibited for a time, trans- 
fer of credit or currency outside of 
the United States for the purpose of 
speculating in foreign markets or for 
the purpose of just getting their 
money outside of the United States. 
_Under today’s ruling, an American 
citizen without the approval of any 
authority can transfer his money or 
credit to foreign countries for the 
purpose of buying foreign stocks or 
property or merely for setting up a 
balance in a foreign bank. 

To Avoid Loss. 

The exchange barriers were set up- 
when the United States abandoned the 
gold standard to prevent Americans 
from sending their capital abroad to 
avoid loss from the devaluation of the 
American dollar. 

Lifting of the exchange barriers was 
not expected to have any economic 
repercussions but was likely to ree 
move considerable “red tape” previous- 
ly in the way of regular foreign ex- 
change transactions. It was inter- 
preted in some quarters as indication 
of improving economie conditions* as 
it showed improving confidence in the 
American dollar no longer made it 
necessary to set up artificial barriers 
against movement of cepital outside 
of the United States. 

‘This order,” Undersecretary of the 
Treasury Thomas Jefferson Coolidge 
said, “will permit people to take their 
money out of the country whenever 
they want to. It retains a reporting 
system so we can keep acquainted with 
the extent of the outward movement.” 

Under the treasury ruling a “gen- 
eral license” is granted to anyone de- 
siring to make transactions of any 
kind in foreign exchange or credit. It 
is merely necessary for these people 
to make reports of their transactions 
if they exceed $5,000 a week.

Lighter Taxes in Counties: 
~  Advocated by Senator Jones 


The Constitution presents herewith the 
first of a series of articles which will 
give the views of various members of 
the general assembly on problems ex- 
pected to arise during the session of 
the Georgia legislature which convenes 
in January. Further views will be 
printed at an early ate. 


By the Associated Press. 

Some method of taxation whereby 
the state could raise more revenue, 
and lighten the burden of taxation in 
the counties is advocated by John J. 
Jones, of Waynesboro, prominent in 
Georgia legislative circles and sena- 
tor-elect from the seventeenth state 
district. 

“If the burden of local taxation is 
ever to be reduced materially, I be- 
lieve it is necessary that the state 
find means to raise more revenue and 
distribute it to the counties to pro- 
vide for more adequate and uniform 
school facilities as well as for other 
functions now financed mainly by the 
counties,” Mr. Jones said. 

Various Bills Expected. 

Various plans for decreasing local 
taxes, and of lowering taxes on real 
estate are expetted to be presented at 
the next session of the legislature, 
which meets here in January. 

Mr, Jones, a lawyer, and member 
of the state house of representatives 
from Burke county for the last three 
sessions, said that “intangible prop- 
erty is almost entirely escaping taxa- 
tion” at present. He said he favored 
a constitutional amendment “provid- 
ing for its taxation at a lower rate,” 
as a means of getting intangibles, such 
as stocks, bonds, etc., back on the tax 
books. He said a low tax on intan- 
gibles would raise “several million dol- 
lars a year more revenue with which 
to finance our schools and institutions 


‘better administered.” 


and also reduce the heavy ad valorem 
tax on our homes and farm lands. 

‘“Mecessarily, he said, the proceeds 
of this tax should go to the state 
alone and be distributed by the state 
to the counties; otherwise the purpose 
of the amendment might be defeated 
by the counties and municipalities 
making additional tax levies on the 
same class of property.” 

Mr. Jones said he favored “home 
rule” for the counties and citiés, 80 
that “local matters may be settled in- 
side these political subdivisions with- 
out the interference of the  legisla-

He advocates “the creation of a 
judicial council as recommended by 
the Georgia Bar Association in order 
that court procedure may be simpli- 
fied, business expedited and justice 


The senator-elect said he favored 
ratification. of the governor's order re- 
ducing the price of auto tags to $3, 
“but think the future rate should be 
higher as to commercial, common car- 
rier trucks and buses.” He said he 
also favored ratification of the gov- 
ernor’s order “suspending public serv- 
ice commissioners with the possible 
exception of Walter McDonald.” Me- 
Donald recently was elected to a 
post on the commission. 

Jones said he also favored a four- 
year term for governor, and creation 
of the office of lieutenant governor, 
both of which were advocated by Gov- 
ernor Talmadge. He said the lieuten- 
ant governor plan was “the best plank 
in Governor Talmadge’s platform.” He 
said he also favored diversion of $2,- 

000 in highway funds to schools 
and Confederate pensions; but régard- 
ed it as “temporary relief,”

CARDINA 

Of all the native birds, I do not 
know a one that even runs a close 
second to the cardinal in my esteem. 
He seems to carry an idea with him 
that he is something escaped from the 
tropics, to flaunt his gorgeous plum- 
age in the drab northern woods. He 
is a most cheerful and cheering bird, 
seeming to typify all that is splendid 
in the world. 

I hesitate to write a line about him 
lest I weaken and let my enthusiasm 
for his beauty run riot to the utter 
downfall of things biological. Perhaps 
we had better leave him there and 
say nothing about him. Let him hold 
his opinion of men, too, behind that 
neat black mask so we will not have 
our pride injured. Too many humans 
consider him a first-rate target. 

ROSE-BREASTED GROSBEAK. 

Quite closely related to the cardi- 
nal is the rose-breasted grosbeak. Un- 
fortunately, we see very little of this 
species here, for it is a bird that breeds 
to the north. With the typical gros- 
beak bill in pure white, a black 
head, back. and wings, a white shirt 
front and a rose-colored triangle point- 
in downward on his breast, this bird 
is most distinctive. One can be certain 
of recognizing the living male bird 
when he comes through these parts 
in late April and early May on his 
way north, : 

_ The female bird is not at all distine- 

tive. She is a drab little lady in brown 
with a eT of stripes and 
spots that makes description too in- 
volved for this column. 

This grosbeak is a highly valued in- 
sect destroyer. The main item in his 


diet is the beetle group, seconded by 
such pests as the oer | worm, chinch 
bugs, and tent caterpillars. Whatever 
the environmental resistance is that 
keeps the rose-breasted grosbeak from 
multiplying it is not lack of food. I 
doubt if it will ever do as most species 
and breed up to the food supply. Pos- 
sibly that. is because of some serious 
form of competition on the part of 
other birds. 

The last rose-breast I saw in this 
state was in the spring of 1933. I was

The recent successful escape of 
the yeggmen who robbed a bank in 
Blue Ridge and of the group of pris- 
oners who fled from the DeKalb 
chain gang again illustrates the ur- 
gent need in Georgia of an efficient, 
modernly-equipped state police 
force. 

Had the state possessed such a 
body of trained trackers of criminals 
a net of converging police cars 
could have been thrown ‘round 
these fleeing desperadoes that would 
have made their escape extremely 
doubtful. As it was, the two law- 
less groups were comparatively safe 
as soon as one left the vicinity of 
the robbery and the other the scene 
of the sensational chain gang escape. 

Of equal value would be the de- 
terrent effect on criminal activities 

’ {f Georgia had an efficient and elert 
state police force. As it is, yegg- 
men and gangsters know that they 
can come into Geofgia, commit dep- 
redations, especially in small com- 
munities, and make their get-away 
with small chances of being appre- 
hended after they have left the 
scene of the crime. There would 
likewise be fewer attempts at chain 
gang escapes if prisoners knew that 
the chase would be immediately 
taken up by officers in radio- 
equipped and high-powered auto- 
mobiles. 

The net cost of such a state po- 
lice system is little, and in many 
states the fines paid by law-breakers 
represent a net profit.

It would have 
relieved the cities of surplus popu- 
lation and repopulated deserted 
farms, but at the same time would 
have brought immense increase in 
the production of agricultural prod- 
ucts already suffering from large 
surpluses. 

It is necessary not only to trans- 
fer the former rural dwellers back 
to their former mode of living, but 
to do so in a way that will not 
dynamite agricultural prices. To 
accomplish this the homesteads 
plan was evolved, with the dwell- 
ers in them being as nearly self- 
suStaining as possible. 

If the program is attempted on 
the scope now being considered, 
and is successfully consummated, it 
will not only prove of vital aid 
now, but will place the economics 
of the country .on a normal and 
sound basis.

When I am in Africa, I may Br: 
up the trail of my uncle, who walked 
right from the one end of that con- 
tinent to the other in 1902, after the 
South African War. He had gone out 
to Transvaal in 1897 when the dia- 
mond rush was at its height. Only 
he was not a “digger.” He went out 
to acquire a farm and had just nicely 
settled on it when the Boer War 
broke out. He lived very near the 
borders of Bechuanaland and one day, 
not having seen a newspaper for 
months, he was surprised to see four 
or five soldiers ride up in flaming red 
uniforms. They were Englishmen. 
Uncle Dirk invited them .into the 
house and offered them their own fa- 
vorite drink, whisky and soda, which 
they quaffed longingly as it was hot 
in the veldt and they had ridden a 
long way. 

One of the officers strode around 
the main room and told my uncle that 
it was war between England and the 
Boer republics. The wire see then 
observed a portrait of President Krue- 
ger on the wall and remarked, “Take 
that monkey-face away!” Uncle Dirk 
quietly asked him what he would do, 
if he heard Queen Victoria referred to 
as a monkey-face. The Englishman 
replied: “I would whip him across 
the face till he dropped!” Uncle Dirk 
pulled his riding-whip out of his boot 
and struck the Englishman across the 
face and kept on beating him till he 
dropped. 

Servants on the farm came running 
in and the five Englishmen were over- 
powered and locked up in a root- 
house, whence they duly escaped, of 
course, a matter over which Uncle 
Dirk was still liable to get excited 25 


years later.

Having learned that the country of 
his adoption was at war, Uncle Dirk 
rode away and joined the command 
of Christiaan de Wet, the greatest and 
dourest of the Boer commanders, He 
fought at Bleomfontein, where the 

renadier Guards, England’s most 
glorious soldiers, were defeated by a 
handful of farmers. He fought at the 
where General Buller 
suffered defeat. But thereafter things 
went bad for the Boers. Qom Paul 
Krueger, the president of the Trans- 
vaal republic, and De la Rey, presi- 
dent of the Orange Fee State, were 
not astute diplomats enough. They 
imagined they could whip England

they might succeed, as time went on 
British reinforcements poured in and 
finally the Boers had to admit that 
they were licked. 


Botha and Smuts, two of their gen- 
erals, started to negotiate. But Chris- 
tiaan de Wet kept up the fight. A 
large force was sent against de Wet 
and his brave\.riders. ‘The force split 
into sections and advanced from three 
sides. When de Wet became aware 
that he was hemmed in on all sides, 
he and his last 200 followers, strap- 
themselves to the bellies of buf- 
aloes, then stampeded the herd by fir- 
ing off their rifles, and in that way 
crashed through the English lines—to 
freedom. 
That freedom was short-lived. Un- 
cle Dirk was captured, and since he 
refused to swear the oath of allegiance 
to the British sovereign in the lenient 
peace that followed, he was kept in 
what he called ‘“‘one of their murder- 
camps.” In course of time he also es- 
caped and started to walk back along 
the coast, finally emerging in Egypt. 
How he survived and what he went 
through on that two years’ journey is 
written down in a book, of which I 


once had a copy.

CHEER WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—The white shirts have changed

for New Deal deficiencies have lately been discarded. The best- 

dressed industrialist, you may have noticed, is now setting a more 
cheerful style. 
- It started about three weeks before election. 

At that time the bellwether boys sent word down the sideline 
advising a less critical attitude toward the New Deal. The leader- 
ship is supposed to have been undertaken by the intelligently di- 
rected National Association of Manufacturers. At least the handouts 
from that influential group lately have assumed a new co-operative 
tone. 

Everyone knows the bankers fell in line, but few noticed that 
the business news dispensers have also. A month ago, the latter 
group was telling the business world President Roosevelt was a 
destroyer of the constitution; today he is its sole defender, in their 
opinion. 

From a Strictly business standpoint, everyone here considers 
that the change of style is the best thing that could have happened 
for business. 


CAUSE The contributing reason for the change is more impor- 
tant and less obvious than the election. It had its deep 
roots in the growing feeling that money could be made in busi- 
ness today if more men would go out and try to do it, instead of 
sitting down yelling for help. They began to realize that they could 
make more money by accepting conditions and trying to run their 
businesses profitably in the light of existing conditions, instead of 
devoting themselves to fighting against something they could not 
change anyway. 
The boys in Wall Street caught on to that first. They fought 
“against regulation, but when they were licked, they started trying to 
make money under regulation by co-operation rather than by gloomy 
resistance. 
That does not mean the industrialists, the financiers and the 
bankers are for the New Deal, or that they will stand it any longer 
than they have to. It means merely that they got wise. 


ENCOURAGEMENT The December radio talk -by Mr. Roose- 


velt will contain those new ideas he has 
been secretly cooking up in his conferences with businessmen and 
budgetary officials. He has about cleaned up the business con- 
ferences. Lately he got down to some small fry whose names did 
not appear in the papers, and need not have. 

The hint has been dropped that he will break the budget and 
relief plans in the radio speech. This will be more encouraging 
news than business has been expecting on that subject. 

Probably included will be plans for self-help based on farm 
homesteading, a conservative five-year building program, work re- 
lief, a promised end of the dole—and possibly even a flotation of 
recovery bonds in small denominations. 

‘The other plans for aiding the heavy industries, railroad reor- 
ganization, NRA, AAA, etc., may await his message to congress, 
which has been in the process of formulation for several weeks. 


DREAMING The New Dealers are already day-dreaming about 

1936. The way they figure it out, Mr. Roosevelt 
cannot lose.. Their idea is to get to work early on Maine. They 
want to run their popular democratic Governor Brann against Re- 
publican Senator White. If Brann defeats White, they would steal 
the old, inaccurate republican slogan: “‘As Maine goes, so goes the 
nation.” 

Another good talking point they are preparing is the one that 
the senate is certain to be democratic after 1936. Not enough sen- 
ators are up for re-election in ’36 to deprive the democrats of con- 
trol. They can tell the country that the election of a republican 
president would only botch things up. 

But those are merely extraneous visions. The real one is based 
on the possibilities of establishing a Roosevelt democratic dynasty 
as self-perpetuating as the old republican machine, The democrats 
now have control of patronage down to the dog catcher. in most 
states. In two years they can make every rural free delivery man 
into a vote deliverer, as the republicans did.

PEEK TO SEEK BANK AID 
IN FOREIGN TRADE DRIVE 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—(4)— 
The government, pleased with assur- 
ance of co-operation of private bank- 
ing intereBts, perfected plans today 
for ‘an expanded drive to unshackle 
America’s foreign trade. 

George N. Peek, the president’s for- 
eign trade adviser, announced that 
significant conferences with a power- 
ful committee of the American Bank- 
ers’ Association would begin here No- 
vember 22 

The advisory committee, named by 
R. S. Hecht, president of the bank’ 
ers’ association, will join Peek as 

resident of the Export-Import bank 
in seeking to co-ordinate government 
and private financial support of 
American exporters. Thus they hope 
to meet government-subsidized compe- 
tition from abroad which has made 
drastic inroads into America’s once- 
great export trade. 

The development follows the recent 
peace efforts between the government 
and big banking interests, and is re- 
garded here as the forerunner of 
plans to be placed before congress this 
winter in connection with the govern- 
ment’s recovery efforts. - 

Peek already has suggested appoint- 
ment of a similar committee from 
manufacturing circles and has sought 
other co-operation from exporters, 
farmers and _ industrialists in his 
scheme to co-ordinate America’s drive 
for world trade revival. : 

At present heading the list of proj- 
ects under consideration to aid Amer- 
ican exporters is credit insurance, 
patterned something after the smooth- 
working British plan whereby export- 
ers pay the government small pre- 
miums for assuming risks and delays 
necessary. in financing foreign trade. 

Peek already has given his promise 
he will go before congress this winter 
for power and funds td set up such 
an. arrangement if he is assured of 
solid backing from all affected inter- 
ests. A fund of $100,000,000 or more 
probably would be required to launch 
the venture. 

High up on the agenda in the first 
meeting with the bankers, however, 
will be some plan to coax private 
bankers back into support of foreign 
shipping transactions. 

Headed by Robert F. Maddox, di- 
rector of the First National Bank of 
Atlanta, the bankers’ advisory commit- 
tee is composed of Joseph C. Roven- 
sky, vice president of the Chase Na- 
tional Bank of New York, as vice 
chairman, and Fred I. Kent, director 
of the Bankers’ ‘Trust Company of 
New York, as chief consultant.

The scenic. highway, to cost more 
than $16,000,000, will connect the 
Shenandoah National Park in Virginia 
and the Great Smoky Mountain Park 
which is in North Carolina and Ten- 
nessee. The northern route, from the 
Shenandoah Park to Blowing Rock, 
N. C., was determined several months 
ago. The road will be approximately 
400 miles in length. 


The Ickes committee, which recom- 
mended the Tennessee route, consisted 
of George L. Radcliffe, of Baltimore, 
former regional works administrator, 
now - 
Thomas H. Macdonald, federal roads 
chief, and Arno P. Cammerer, nation- 
al parks director. 

When their decision was announced 
North Carolina appealed to Secretary 
Ickes, who held a hearing on the mat- 
ter September 18 in Washington. 


Tennessee Gateway. 


Ickes, in his letter to the gover- 
-nors, said despite the fact the North 
Carolina location was chosen, “Ten- 
nessee would still have a gateway into 
the park equally, if not more, im- 
portant than that which North Caro- 
lina will have at Cherokee.” 

“Through Gatlinburg will flow the 
tourist traffic from the great west 
and northwest,” his letter said. “Some 
73,000,000 people already dwell in the 
area west of the Allegheny moun- 
tains, which is tributary to the Gat- 
linburg entrance, while the area east 
of the Allegheny mountains from 
which access to the park will be 
through the Cherokee gateway, con- 
— approximately 50,000,000 peo- 
ple. 

“Here is a present disproportion 
in favor of the Gatlinburg entrance 
of some 23,000,000 people beside which 


‘it is reasonable to expect that the 


growth in population in the country 
tributary to the Gatlinburg entrance 
will be much greater than in that 
section which will naturally seek the 
Cherokee entrance.” 

Ickes said the North Carolina 
route, by reason of its higher alti- 


tude, can be depended upon for lower 
temperatures during the months of 
greatest travel, 

Crosses Three Streams. 


He said an additional advantage 
was that for about 60 miles it would 
traverse the Pisgah national forest 
and have to cross only three fairly 
Jarge streams, the Lindville, the 
Swannonoa and the French Broad 
rivers. 

On the other hand, he continued, 
the Tennessee route would have to 
cross seven rivers. He said the North 
Carolina route, running near the tops 
of the ridges as it will. will afford 
a view of the surrounding country 
and offer to the eye “scenery that 
would not be accessible to so great a 
degree if the Tennessee route were 
adopted.” 

Ickes said he was reluctant to over- 
rule the findings of his board. “How- 
ever, the state of North Carolina had 
the right of appeal to me, and since 
that right was exercised, it is my 
duty to decide the issues in accord- 
ance with my conscience and my best 
judgment,” the secretary’s letter said. 

“To my mind it is so clear that 
the equities in this controversy are 
with North Carolina that my finding 
must be to that effect. I regret that 
I cannot concur in the report sub- 
mitted to me by the committee re- 
ferred to, and it is hereby over- 
ruled.”

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UN ARMS TRAFFIC 


American Delegate 
Sounds Out Japanese 
Envoy on Such Proposal. 


LONDON, Nov. 12.—(UP)—The 
United States took the lead today in 
seeking Japan’s support on a move 
for conclusion of a treaty establish- 


ing international control of the arms 
traffic to prevent war. 

Hugh Wilson, of the United States 
delegation to the preliminary naval 
conversations here, called on Ambas- 
sador Tsuneo Matsudaira, at the Jap- 
anese embassy, at 4 p. m., and sound- 
ed lim out on this proposal. He 
hoped to gain such a pact in the event 
nothing else comes out of the naval 
conversations, 

Wilson and Matsudaira reliably 
were understood to have gone thor- 
oughly into whether it were advisable 
to embody such a treaty in a general 
arms convention, or draft a separate 
agreement on it, In the face of diffi- 
culties incident to concluding a com- 
prehensive arms accord, it was be- 
lieved the major powers at present 
would favor a separate pact. 

The United States and Great Brit- 
ain are expected to propose rigid reg- 
ulation of arms traffic under:-the su- 
pervision of an international commit- 
tee, when the steering committee of 
the world arms conference, now ad- 
journed, meets in Geneva on Novem- 
ber 20. 

Wilson recently in Paris elicited 
the French government’s opinion on 


such a practical arms control step, 


and next is expected to ascertain It- 
aly’s attitude. 

Meanwhile, the Americans at the 
naval parley now under way were 
cheered tonight by a statement issued 
by Prime Minister J. Ramsay Mac- 
Donald flatly denying rumors that 
Britain and Japan were conducting 
“secret” negotiations behind their 
back for a political and commercial 
understanding. The rumors had said 
Japan was willing to offer Britain 
concessions in Manchukuo and to re- 
strict Japanese piece goods competi- 
tion in the far eastern markets in re- 
turn for British support to her de- 
mands for naval parity. 


AIR PACT IS REPORTED 
FOR THREE NATIONS 

PARIS, Nov. 12.—(UP)—The 
Paris Midi today printed a. report 
that the high commands of the Brit- 
ish, French and Belgian armies had 
concluded an air defense agreement in 
the event of war. 

The air ministry and the foreign 
ministry immediately denied the re- 
port. 

The Midi, giving details, said the 
purported accord calls for an exchange 
of information and reinforcement of 
the attacked party by the other two.

Remoral of certain barriers so that 

the United States, and particularly 
the south, may again take its place 
as the leading export country of the 
world was forecast Monday by Rob- 
ert F. Maddox, retired Atlanta bank- 
er and former chairman of the execu- 
tive committee of the First National 
bank, following his appointment Sun- 
day as chairman of an advisory com- 
mittee of bankers to co-operate with 
the new export-import banks created 
by President Roosevelt. Mr. Mad- 
dox was appointed to the key posi- 
tion by Rudolpf S, Hecht, president 
of the American Bankers’ Association, 
an organization which in 1911 and 
1912 Mr. Maddox also headed as 
president. 
Mr. Maddox stated that the south 
is particularly anxious to develop 
more foreign trade “on account of its 
rapidly diminishing export of cotton, 
which item in the international com- 
merce of our country for more than 
50 years was responsible for our bal- 
ance of trade.” 

“While I accepted the chairman- 
ship of this committee at the request 
of President Hecht, I am not un- 
mindful of the many difficulties of 
anything like the rapid resumption 
of our normal foreign trade owing to 
the many tariff barriers set .up 
throughout the world. the quotas es- 
tablished, the unstabilized currencies 
and the restrictions in the free move- 
ment of foreign commerce. But I 
feel that under the able leadership of 
President Roosevelt some of these re- 
strictions may be removed and the 
United States again take its place as 
the leading export country of the 
world,” he said. 

No Party Consideration. 

Mr. Maddox stated that the com- 
mittee was appointed by Mr. Hecht 
without party consideration and is 
representative of every section of the 
United States. Its efforts, he said. 
would be devoted to the best interests 
of the whole country. 

A meeting of his committee has 
been called for November 22. at which 
time it will confer with George §S, 
Peek, president of the export-import 
bank, who also is special advisor to 
the president on foreign trade. The 
eats will be held in Washing- 
on. 

“Tt is generally recognized that our 
foreign trade for a great many years 
was a very important factor in the 
growth of our country. and the world- 
wide interruption of international 
commerce has had its renercussion 
perhaps more severely in the United 
States than elsewhere, owing to our 
great variety of exportable surpluses 
+ Ray raw knd manufactured prod- 
ucts,

district court at Macon Monday with 
a demand for trial, after the case 
against him had been twice checked. 
The motion for trial was ordered 
placed upon the minutes of the court 
by Judge Bascom Deaver,. of the fed- 
eral court of the middle district of 
Georgia. 

Whitley bases his demand for trial 
upon the section of the state penal 
code which provides that under such 
demand _ trial shall be had during the 
term in which the demand is made or 
in the suceeding term, and also on 
the section of the United States con- 
stitution guaranteeing speedy trial, 
and asks for discharge in the event 
he is not granted trial as prayed. 

In a statement issued Monday, 
Hugh Howell, attorney for Whitley, 
said that the charge against Whitley 
was a political move and denied that 
his client, is guilty of the offense 
charged.

block ‘sugar crystals,’ for it came 
from the sweetest town in Texas. 


Mrs. E. Mahan, of Honey Grove, 
Texas, is the generous donor. She tells 
me that she has just finished making 
a quilt with this pattern. In the 
old-time books it is known as “Cross 
and Crown.” I think you can see 
why. As I have developed it for 
you I am suggesting that the crown 
be made of prints, the background of 
white with the cross made of plain 
color. It is quite possible to make 
each crown, of a different print. Or 
those opposite each other in the block 
may be made alike. Or all the crowns 
and the cross may .be made of one 
plain color or one’ print. 

_ It seems to me it is wise to set this 
together with a lighter color material 
than is used in the cross. And in set- 


the strips at each corner of the black. 
Use a square of white. 
The Nancy Page quilt club mem- 


| bers clipped the picture and directions 


from the paper and sent for the cut- 
ting pattern leaflet. This pattern 
gives no allowance for seams. These 
may be added when cutting tRe pieces. 

Nancy suggests that the. various 
patches be transferred to lightweight 
cardboard. Then the cardboard pag- 
terns are laid on the materia A 
pencil mark is made around thé out- 
line of each block. In cutting, the 
scissors goes one quarter inch beyond 
the pencil mark. The space between 
the pencil mark and the cut edge is 
taken up in the seams. By sewing 
on the pencil marks you are sure that 
the pieces will be all of uniform size, 
even if some one else helps you to 
piece the blocks. 

Start the seams in one quarter 
inch from the edges and from the 
ends of the pieces. In this way you 
are able to press the seams open and 
flate after the work is finished. 

Be sure the thread has a firm 
knot at the end and take three or 
four firm back stitches to finish the 
seam. 

For a full size bed make a top 90 
by 96 or 106 inches long. For a 
three-quarter size bed, decrease width 
to 80. For single bed have top 72 
inches wide.

NEW YORK, Nov. 12.—(UP)— 
Wall Street gains some confidence 
tonight from the administration's re- 
moval of barriers against export of 
capital. 

Observers viewed the action as in- 
dicating officials in Washington be- 
lieved their monetary policy will suc- 
ceed and wished to make a gesture 
to spur the lagging capital market. 
While the treasury order probably 
obviates possibility of any immediate 
inflation, buying of securities is ex- 
pected to increase and: prices rise. Al- 
though inflation rumors are a stim- 
ulous to prices, for the long pull Wall 
Street would prefer to see a stable 
dollar. 

Buying should result in government 
bonds and the dollar should rise on 
the foreign exchange market. Issues 
of hease Wadestsien eventually will 
benefit, since the government action 
is expected to hasten the flow of 
capital into long-term credit channels 
necessary to these industries. 

Cynics pointed! out the barrier could 
be re-established as quickly as it was 
removed if the administration should 
find its monetary measures resulting 
in flight of capital. 


ADDED INCENTIVE. 


Today’s announcement came as add- 
ed incentive to a market already be- 
ginning to feel the first effects of grad- 
ual improvement in business. ‘lrad- 
ing late last week showed gains heart- 
ening to brokers. 

Business notes on which the Street 
based its hope of better times in- 
cluded : 

Building Stocks—Traders believed 
the housing program. will have wide- 
spread effect. Already building is up 
over the corresponding period of a 
year ago. Banks are showing greater 
leniency toward loans. The effects 
of the building program are felt not 
only in building stocks, but also in 
paint issues. linseed oil companies, ete. 

Motors—The motor car industry 
now is entering into its annual pro- 
duction of new cars. This has result- 
ed in seasonal buying from the regu- 
lar motor stock enthusiasts. In addi- 
tion there are hopes of considerably 
improved production this year, private 
estimates showing a rather wide gain 
over the estimates fom this year. 
Ford’s production will be greatly ex- 
panded.

‘come of the pension act decision is one 


difficulty. The I. C. C. still must rule 
on railroads desire for higher freight 
rates. Car loadings are picking up 
some at the moment—New York, New 
Haven & Hartford reporting fall busi- 
ness better than last year—but still 
have not shown sufficient momentum 
to bring encouragement to buyers of 
rail securities. 

Railroad Equipments—Difficulties 
of the railroads have naturally been 
reflected in lack of new equipment 
buying. There is a start in this direc- 
tion, particularly noted in the Penn- 
sylvania’s order of 57 new electric 
locomotives.
